Ministry of Home Affairs, Government oflndia, on 16th of November, 2004 issued the following notification 

“MINISTRY OFHOME AFFAIRS 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 16th November, 2004 

S.0.1266(E). —Whereas the Achik National Volunteer Council (hereinafter referred to as the ‘ANVC’) of 
Meghalaya have continued collection of funds and extortion, acquisition of sophisticated weapons and recruitment 
of new cadres despite having agree to abjure violence and having expressed their willingness to hold talks within 
the framework of the Constitution oflndia for fulfilling their demands:— 

' And whereas, the Hynniewtrep National Liberation Council (hereinafter referred to HNLC) of Meghalaya have 

been 

(i) openly declared as their objective the secession of the State of Meghalaya from Indian Union ; 

(ii) employing and engaging in armed means to achieve their objective; 

(iii) indulging in acts of intimidation, extortion and looting of civilian population for collection of funds 
for their organization; 

And whereas, both ANVC and HNLC have been,— 

(i) maintaining links with other insurgent groups of the North Eastern Region for procuring arms and 
ammunition and for carrying out acts of violence, extortion, intimidation and looting; 

(ii) maintaining camps in some neighbouring countries for the purpose of sanctuary, training and 
clandestine procurement of arms and ammunition; 

And whereas, the Central Government is of the opinion that for the reasons aforesaid, the ANVC and the 
HNLC and other bodies set up by them, are unlawful associations; 

And whereas, the Central Government is further of the opinion that the aforesaid activities of the ANVC and 
the HNLC are detrimental to the sovereignty and integrity of India, and if these are not immediately curbed and 
controlled, the said ANVC and HNLC would regroup and rearm themselves, expand their cadres, procure sophisticated 
weapons, cause heavy loss of lives of civilians and Security Forces, and accelerate their activities aimed at secession 
of Meghalaya from India; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), the Central Government hereby declares the Achik National Volunteer 
Council (ANVC) and the Hyunniewtrep National Council (HNLC) alongwith all their factions, wings and front 
organisations to be as unlawful associations ; „ 

The Central Government is of further opinion that it is necessary to declare the ANVC and.the HNLC 
alongwith all their factions, wings and front organisations to be as unlawful with immediate effect and accordingly,

By Notification dated 15th December, 2004 the Central Government constituted “Unlawful Activities Prevention 
Tribunal” consisting of the undersigned, under Section 5(1) of the Unlawful Activities Prevention Act, 1967 (hereinafter 
referred to as ‘the Act’) and referred the above notification to the Tribunal for the purposes of adjudicating whether or not 
there is sufficient cause for declaring the above-mentioned associations “unlawful”. Before I proceed to discuss the 
allegations, the evidence and legal aspects in relation to the aforestated notification dated 16th November, 2004, certain 
historical background, as it appears from the record, can be usefully referred at the very outset of this report. 

The Achik National Volunteer Council (hereinafter referred to as ‘ANVC’) and Hynniewtrep National Liberation Council 
(hereinafter referred to as the ‘HNLC’) are stated to have declared as ‘unlawful association’ under the relevant provisions of the 
Act vide notification dated 16th November, 2004. Previously, areference under Sub-section (1) of Section 4 of the Act was made 
to the Tribunal constituted by the Central Government, which vide its order dated 6th June, 2003 had confirmed the declaration 
made by the Central Government vide Notification dated 16th November, 2002. It is the case of the Central and concerned State 
Governments that ANVC was formed in December, 1995 with the aim of, among other things, liberation of Garo Hills to achieve a 
new State of ‘Achik Land’ to prevent the influx of non-tribals and exploitation of Garos. It is averred that ANVC had agreed to 
abjure violence and have expressed their willingness to hold talks within the framework of the Constitution of India for fulfilling 
their demands, but the cadres of ANVC continued to indulge in extortion from business community, contractors on practice and 
also from common people. They are also continuing with the recruitment of new cadres in their organisations. 

HNLC is stated to have been formed in 1992 with the aim of liberation of Hynniewtrep people from authoritarian 
rule of Indian Government, protect the khasis and other Meghalayan tribes from alleged exploitation, retain indigenous 
culture and to eradicate the social evils. The secession of State of Meghalaya from India is their basic object. HNLC have 
not expressed their willingness to abjure from violence and hold talks within the framework of the Constitution for fulfillment 
of their demands. The organisation have links with other insurgent groups of north-eastern region. Amongst other unlawful 
activities, they are also indulging in extortion from businessmen and the people in general. 

ANVC is active in Garo Hills districts particularly East Garo Hills. Its cadres have been receiving training in 
Bangladesh in the National Socialist Council of Nagaland (NSCN) camps. Top leaders of this outfit are reportedly staying 
in Bangladesh, while HNLC is primarily operating in Shillong City and some areas of East Khasi Hills, West Khasi Hills and 
Ri-Bhoi districts. HNLC has also established some hideouts, shelters and training camps in Bangladesh. Some of its top 
ranking members, including the Chairman/Commander-in-Chief are staying in Bangladesh. The total strength of the cadre 
of ANVC is 250 and the total weaponaiy of the outfit is estimated at 70. Major portion of its cadre strength and weaponary 
is still underground and top leaders are hiding in Bangladesh. The capacity of this organisation to strike has not yet been 
neutralised. It is the specific case that ANVC is maintaining close links with NSCN, which is helping it in procuring arms and 
ammunition, training of cadres and also in joint operations. The outfit is also maintaining close links with United Liberation 
Front of Assam (ULFA) and National Democratic Front of Bodoland (NDFB). During the year 2001-2002, the violence 
showed steady and significant increase with number of killings and acts of extortion and violent attack on personnel of 
security forces. An agreement of suspension of operation was signed on 23rd July, 2004 between the Government of India, 
Government of Meghalaya and ANVC. Though, after signing of ceasefire agreement, there have been no killings, but other 
activities have not been completely stopped, and if the ban is lifted and laxity is there in counter-insurgency operation, 
there is every likelihood of ANVC getting anew lease of life in amore aggravated form. 

Violence of HNLC had declined in 2003 due to counter-insurgency operations and there was surrender of 74 
undergrounds, which dissuaded the violence activities, particularly in Shillong to a great extent. A number of arrests were 
made and 12 ANVC militants in armed encounter were shot dead. Keeping in view the unlawful activities of these unlawful 
associations, the Ministry of Home Affairs had sought the views of Government of Meghalaya, Ministry of Defence, Army 
Headquarters, Intelligence Bureau, Research and Analysis Wing (RAW), Central Reserve Police and the Border Reserve 
Force. Army Headquarters and Ministry of Defence while agreeing with the views of each other recommended extension of 
ban for a period of one year from 15th November, 2004. However, according to Intelligence Bureau the outfits continued to 
believe in path of violence and therefore the ban should not be lifted and the other authorities also recommended the 
continuation of the ban in view of the fact that during the past one year, these outfits had indulged in a number of insurgent 
activities in Meghalaya, indulged in extortion form business community, contractors and even common people and both 
groups have kept up their insurgency profiles and continue to train their cadres in use of small arms and guerilla warfares 
in camps inside Meghalaya as well as across the border in Bangladesh. 
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After issuance of the notifications dated 16th November, 2004 and 15th December, 2004 respectively, the first 
hearing of the Tribunal was held at New Delhi on 6th January, 2005, on which date it was directed that notices be issued to 
the said Associations, by publication in the newspapers as well in terms of the directions contained in the order dated 18th 
February, 2005. Affidavit of Sh. R.R. Jha, Director to Government of India, Ministry of Home Affairs, New Delhi was filed 
stating that the notices were published in four local newspapers namely, The Telegraph Kolkata dated 13th January, 2005, 
The Shillong Times dated 12th January, 2005, The U Mawphor dated 12th January, 2005 and Salentini Janera dated 13th 
January, 2005. Copies of the cuttings of the relevant newspapers have been placed on record along with the affidavit. In the 
said affidavit it has also been stated that according to the Government of Meghalaya, notices had been .telecasted in 
programme of City Scan of the Doordarshan Kendra, Shillong on 12th January, 2005 and had been broadcasted through 
the Shillong Station of All India Radio on 12th January, 2005 and in addition thereto notices were also affixed at public 
places and notice boards of the Deputy Commissioners of all the seven districts of the State of Meghalaya. In terms of the 
said affidavit, it is stated that the notices could not directly be served on these associations because their exact locations 
are not fixed and are not known to the Administration. Being satisfied with the mode of service, The Tribunal had directed 
that the matter be heard even in absence of these associations, as despite such wide publicity of the notice through 
publication in the newspapers and electronic media, none had appeared on behalf of these associations. In terms as 
contemplated under Sections 5(5) and 5(6) of the Act, the Tribunal while conducting an enquiry under the provisions of the 
Act, shall have powers to regulate its own procedure in all matters arising out of the discharge of its functions and also have 
the same powers as are vested in a Civil Court under the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908. The record before the Tribunal 
clearly exhibits that the unlawful associations have been sufficiently served by the above means of service and in the 
interest of justice, sufficient opportunities have been granted to them to appear before the Tribunal. Having failed to put in 
appearance despite due notice, the proceedings were ordered to be continued in absence of the concerned. 

On 28th February, 2005, affidavit of Sh. R.R. Jha was tendered in evidence. He was offered for cross- examination. 
As nobody was present to cross-examine him, the affidavit was taken on record. As per request of the Counsel appearing 
for the State of Meghalaya, they were granted 15 days time to file affidavit on behalf of the State of Meghalaya. Then the 
case was fixed for 30th and 31 st March, 2005, for recording of evidence at Shillong as a number of witnesses from that area 
were to be examined in support of the notification. On 30th March, 2005 the Tribunal made the following order:— 

“The proceedings of the Tribunal commenced at 10.30 a.m., as scheduled. 

In terms of the order of the Tribunal, notices were published in the newspapers as well as affixed at the 
appropriate places. The proof of service in terms of the earlier order has also been filed in the Court. Despite due 
notice, nobody is present on behalf of the two alleged unlawful organisations, i.e. AN VC and HNLC. None was 
present on their behalf even on the previous date of hearing, i.e., 18-2-2005 at New Delhi. As none is present on 
their behalf even today, the Tribunal shall proceed with the matter in accordance with law and in their absence. 

■*+ Learned counsel appearing for the State of Meghalaya has filed the list of witnesses to be examined on 

behalf of the State. Out of 15 witnesses mentioned in the list, the State proposes to examine only 10 witnesses. He 
also submits that Commissioner-cum-Secretary to the Govt, of Meghalaya, Political Department has already filed 
an affidavit by way of evidence. She is present in Court and prays that her statement be also recorded. Let the 
statement of Commissioner-cum-Secretary and the other witnesses be recorded.” 

_ Accordingly, statements often witnesses, being CW-1 to CW-10 were recorded. All these witnesses were offered 
for cross-examination but as there was nobody present on behalf of the alleged unlawful associations even at Shillong, the 
witnesses w ere discharged. Learned Counsel appearing for the State of Meghalaya closed his evidence on behalf of the 
State. However, Counsel appearing for the Union of India had prayed that statement of Mr. R.R. Jha may also be recorded, 
though, his affidavit had already been tendered in evidence. It was further requested that the statement of Mr. Jha be 
recorded at New Delhi as he could not be present at Shillong due to unavoidable circumstances. Request of the counsel was 
allowed and the matter was fixed for examination of Mr. R.R. Jha and for other proceeding on 11th April, 2005 at New Delhi. 
On 11 th April, 2005 statement of Mr. R.R. Jha, had been recorded. The matter was taken up for hearing on 15th April, 2005, 
21st April, 2005, and lastly on 3rd May, 2005 when arguments were concluded and the matter was reserved for orders. 

Affidavit of Mr. R.R. Jha, in support of the notification was filed along with five annexures. It is stated in the 
affidavit that ANVC had been indulging in continued collection of funds and extortion from business community, contractors 
and also from common people, acquisition of sophisticated weapons and recruitment of new cadres by ANVC despite the 
fact that the outfit having agreed to abjure violence and having expressed their willingness to hold talks within the 
framework of the Constitution of India for fulfilling their demands. It is further stated in the affidavit that the objective of 
HNLC continues to be liberation of Hynniewtrep people, secession of the State of Meghalaya from India and HNLC have 
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not shown their willingness to abjure violence and hold talks. There is a specific and definite reference that AN VC cadres 
have been receiving training in Bangladesh in NSCN camps, and top leaders oif the outfit, including its convener. Dilash 
Marak, are reportedly staying in Bangladesh. HNLC is stated to have established some hideouts, shelters and training 
camps in Bangladesh and some of its top leaders are staying there. Paragraph 4 of the affidavit reads as under:— 

“4 That, in the background of the activities of the ANVC and the HNLC as given in paras 2 and 3 above, 
following were the reasons in support of the proposal for continuance of the ban and extension of the notification 
declaring the ANVC and HNLC as ‘unlawful associations’ under the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 
for a further period of two years beyond 15-11-2004; 

(a) Continued collection of funds and extortion, acquisition of sophisticated weapons and recruitment 
of new cadres by ANVC despite die outfit having agreed to abjure violence and having expressed their 
willingness to hold talks within the framework of the Constitution of India for fulfilling their demands. 

(b) Openly declared objective of HNLC of secession of Meghalaya from India. 

(c) Continued possession of weapons by these outfits. 

(d) Continued intimidation, extortion and looting of civilian population by HNLC for collection of 
funds for their organization. 

(e) Maintaining links with other insurgent groups of the North Eastern Region by both ANVC and 
HNLC for procurement of arms and ammunition and for carrying out acts of violence, extortion, intimidation 
nriH kidnappings. 

(f) Continued maintenance of camps by both ANVC and HNLC in Bangladesh for the purpose of 
sanctuary, training and clandestine procurement of arms and ammunitions. 

(g) The HNLC is regularly giving calls for boycott of the Republic Day and Independence Day every 
year. It has also been asking the people to observe bandh on these days to mark protest against the national 
days. Since 1998, near total bandhs are being observed in the Khasi Hills, Jaintia Hills and Ri-Bhoi Districts, 
including Shillong City, on the occasions of Repubic Day and Independence Day. During the year 2004 also, 
the outfit on the occasion of both Republic Day and Independence Day called bandhs . ’ ’ 

Annexure 1 to the affidavit of Mr. Jha gives details in relation to ANVC i.e. of their aims and objectives, office 
bearers, violence profiles, links with other extremist groups, their unlawful activities during the period I99y to 2003. 
Annexure 2 to this affidavit provides similar details about HNLC. Annexure 3 to the affidavit gives details of major incidents 
of violence by ANVC during 2003-2004. As many as 25 major incidents have been referred in this annexure. Similar 
information is provided in Annexure 4 about HNLC. The affidavit of Mr. Jha thus, provides complete insight to the unlawful 
activities of these alleged unlawful associations. 

Affidavit on behalf of the State of Meghalaya was filed by Smt. R. V. Suchiang, Commissioner and Secretary to the 
Government of Meghalaya, Political Department, Shillong. Her statement was recorded as CW 1 and she tendered her 
affidavit in evidence and along with this she had annexed some documents and Annexures 1 to 18. Annexures 1 to 18 were 
exhibited as CW 1/1 toCW 1/19. These exhibited documents are the copies ofthe newspaper clipping, copies of the show- 
cause notices issued through Shillong Station and All India Radio, and Annexure 10 gives details of various cases which 
were registered or the incidents brought to the notice of the State administration in relation to various criminal offences 
committed by the members of these associations. They related to offences under Sections 120B, 302,307,353,365,384,427 
and 511 of the Indian Penal Code and provisions of the Arms Act and Section 13 of the U. A. (P) Act. As many as 103 cases 
of heinous crimes in relation to the year 2003, and 36 in relation to the year 2004 wEre placed on record amongst details of 
many other cases which were mainly attributable to ANVC. Copies of the Intelligence Report and various cuttings of the 
local paper were placed on record as Ex. CW 1/1 to Ex. CW1/19, where it is shown that HNLC besides being involved in 
number of crimes also threatened the Home Minister Mr. Robfert G. Lyngdoh not to visit the border areas and not to 
celebrate the Independence Day and Republic Day and even threatened the public at large not to co-operate with 
Independence Day celebrations and boycott the same. 

State Qf Meghalaya had examined 3 Deputy Commissioners (CW 2, CW 3 and CW 4) and 6 Superintendent of 
Police (C W 5,6,7,8,9 and 10) of different Districts of die State in order to justify the issuance ofthe notification. C W 2, Smt. 
L. Khaikongor, Deputy Commissioner, Jaintia Hills District, Jowai, had in her examination-in-chief stated as under:— 

“I am the Deputy Commissioner of Jaintia Hills District, Jowai, Meghalaya. I joined as Deputy 
Commissioner of this area on 19-5-2003.1 have gone through die affidavit filed by Smt R. V. Suchiang, IAS, 
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Commissioner and Secretary to Government of Meghalaya, Political Department and also the documents 
(Exhibits CW1/1 to CW1/19) filed therewith. In my district Hynniewtrep National Liberation Council (For 
short ‘HNLC’) is more active than the Achik National Volunteer Council (for short ‘AN VC’) in their unlawful 
activities. The main objective of these organizations is to have Meghalaya declared as an independent State 
and not to be an integral part of Union of India. There are number of incidents relating to these organizations 
that have occurred in the territory under my jurisdiction during my tenure. Out of these, at least 9-10 matters 
are forwarded to the Courts of competent jurisdiction, but in some charge sheets have not been filed and in 
others investigations have not been completed. As there is a fear amongst common public in regard to these 
organizations, that is why more incidents occur than the ones, which are brought to the notice of the 
authorities and ultimately cases are registered. 10 to 15 members of these organizations have been arrested 
in my area. The offences committed by these organisations relate to extortion, kidnapping, murder and other 
allied offences. Jimmi Summer and Emlang Sutnga are the members of these organisations who have been 
arrested. They have been arrested in Khliehriat PS case No. 92(11) 03 under Section 25(b) (A)(1B) and 27 
Arms Act and in extortion case being Jowai PS case No. 14(1)2005 under Section 384/511/120(b)/121IPC 
read with Sections lOand 13 ofthe Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act and in Khliehriat PS case No. 7(1) 
05 under Section 395/397 IPC read with Section 27 Arms Act respectively. In January 2005, there was a case 
of Bank robbery in my jurisdiction which took place in Meghalaya Cooperative Apex Bank, Khliehriat 
Branch. Emlang Sutnga, who is one ofthe members ofthe gang was arrested for committing robbery and he 
is closely associated with the unlawful activities of HNLC. There have been recovery of arms and ammunition 
from the members of these organizations who have been arrested from time to time. The recovery include 
AK- 47 rifies and some other ammunitions, in Jaintia Hills District, there are coal mines and business class 
People which are affluent reside in that area. This affluent class is one of the main target of these organizations 
from whom they try to extract money. These organizations have connections with the other banned 
organizations particularly National Socialistic Council of Nagalim (IM). The activities of these unlawful 
organizations, more particularly, in conspiracy with the other banned organisations, cause a serious threat 
to the sovereignty, integrity and internal and external security of India.” 

The Deputy Commissioners of other districts had also made similar statements^nd had even referred to incidents, 
crimes and unlawful activities carried out by ANVC and HNLC within their jurisdiction. Thpy have specifically referred to 
the documents, Ex. CW 1/1 to CW 1/19 in support of their statements. Similarly, Sh. A..S. Rynjah, Superintendent of Police, 
East Khasi Hills District, Shillong, was examined as CW5 and his examination-in-chief reads as under 

” l am presently working as Superintendent of Police, East Khasi Hills District, Shillong. 1 was posted 
in this District on 27th October, 2003.1 have gone through the affidavit filed by Ms. R.V. Suchiang, IAS, 
Commissioner and Secretary to Govt, of Meghalaya, Political Department and also the documents (Exhibits 
CW 1/1 to CW 1/19) filed therewith. They are correct copies of the record. The unlawful activities/crimes 
which are being committed by unlawful organizations, namely, Achik National Volunteer Council (ANVC) 
and Hynniewtrep National Liberation Council (HNLC) pertaining to my jurisdiction have been mentioned in 
these annexures. 

Out of the two abovementioned unlawful organizations, Hynniewtrep National Liberation Council is 
more active. Shillong, the capital of State of Meghalaya, is part of my jurisdiction. The main object of these 
two unlawful organizations is to form separate States 'Garo Land' and 'Khasi Hills’, which will not be part of 
Union of India. 

During the year 2003, there were 27 cases registered with various Police Stations in my jurisdiction 
while in the year 2004,3 cases have been registered. 

One of the most important incident of serious consequences which I wish to state before the Tribunal 
is as under :— 

" On Sep. 16,2004, Police arrested one HNLC cadre, namely, Shanbor Warjri @ Bah Duh Shi, from 
Mawlai Mawdatbaki, Shillong, One 9mm Pistol, loaded with 8 rds. of live ammunition was seized from his 
possession. On his leading one AK Assault Rifle, five magazines and 107 rds. of live AK ammunition were 
recovered from a house at Mawlai Umjaiur, Shillong. This refers to Mawlai PS Case No. 44(9)04 u/s 25( 1 -a)/ 
27 Arms Act r/w Sec. 10/13 UA(P) Act. 

I further state that the person who was arrested belongs to the higher cadre of Hynniewtrep National 
Liberation Council and was sent by the senior most persons of the organization whose headquarters is in 
Bangladesh and was sent to Shillong with twin aims. One aim was to achieve the object of separate State 
while the other was for eliminating the members of HNLC who had betrayed their trust in the past. They 
wanted to achieve these two goals through armed struggle.” 
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Fund collection is also one of their main aims which is achieved by extortion, causing fear in the minds of people 
and ensuring that they pay up as and when demands were made. There have been a number of encounters with the 
terrorists but during my tenure there have been no casualties of the police officers. Earlier to that, there have been some 
incidents of casualties^ police officials. On different occasions, large number of ammunition and weapons have been 
recovered from the arrest of the members of these two unlawful organizations. The recoveries made from them include 
AK-47 rifles, 9 mm pistols and huge ammunition. Some of the incidents where the members of these two organizations 
attacked, and in fact also attacked the various police stations under my jurisdiction, are as under:— 

4 4 12/8/2003 : Suspected HNLC militants threw a hand grenade at Mawlai PS compound. In the incident Const., 147 
Fieldstone Sangma received serious injury on his chest. [Mawlai PS Case No. 38(8)03 u/s 3IES Act r/w Sec. 353 
IPC and Sec. 10/13 UA(P) Act.] 

14/08/2003 : Suspected HNLC militants attempted to lob a hand grenade at Lumdiengjri PS, the grenade exploded 
on the road near the PS. [Lumdiengjri PS Case No. 125(8)03 u/s 307/34 IPC r/w 3 IES Act and Secs. 10/13 UA(P) 
Act.] 

16/08/2003 : Suspected HNLC militants hurled a hand grenade at PTS, Mawlai Mawroh, Shillong. The grenade 
exploded near the office building, damaging window panes and partial damage to the wall of the building fSadar 
PS Case No. 233(8) 03 u/s 307/34 IPC r/w Sec. 5 IES Act and Sec. 10/13 UA(P) Act ]’ * 

Some incidents or crimes committed by the members of these organizations are not even reported because of fear. 
However, in my district I have been able to reduce the terrorist activities. Business community is the main target of 
these Oigamsdiioiis as these organizations can easily extort money from them. These uniawfui organizations have 
direct links with other banned unlawful organizations including National Socialist Council of Nagalim (Issac 
Muivah) andNLFT. 

HNLC get training and support from the above mentioned unlawful organizations. The nexus between these 
unlawful organizations is very strong one and their intention is to disturb the peaceful living in this State as well 
as to cause threat to national security. 

The activities of these unlawful organizations, more particularly in conspiracy with the other banned organiza¬ 
tions cause a serious threat to the sovereignty, integrity and internal and external security of India.’ 5 

The other police officers who were examined as C W-6 to CW-10 had also made similar statements and referred to 
certain heinous crimes, unlawful activities carried out by HNLC and ANVC within the area of their jurisdiction. They 
specifically referred to and relied upon Ex. CW 1/1 to CW 1/19 in support of their statements. As already noticed all these 
witnesses with their respective records were offered for cross-examination and as nobody was there to cross-examine them, 
they were discharged. Mr. R. R. Jha, who was examined as CW-11 was also tendered for cross-examination and his affidavit 
along with the annexures, was exhibited as Ex. CW11/A. From the above detailed evidence led on behalf of the Central 
Government as well as the State of Meghalaya, it is clear that these associations are indulging in unlawful activities and 
besides being involved in heinous crimes have caused fear psychosis in the minds of the general public which obviously 
disrupts the administration of the State. HNLC has demonstrably asserted its objective of asking for an independent State 
by secession of Meghalaya from India. ANVC has been carrying out various unlawful activities including the crime of 
extortion, murder, abduction and raising violence against the State Administration and security forces. 


The definition of unlawful activities under Section 2(o) of the Act was amended so as to incorporate (i), (ii) and (iii) 
and by addition of the expression ‘or’. The amendment of this definition clause has significantly changed the scope of the 
expression ‘unlawful activity’. In the pre-amended definition clause, both the ingredients of (i) and (ii) ought to be satisfied, 
while under the amended clause, in the event either of the three clauses mentioneefunder Sub-section (o) of Section 2 are 
satisfied, it would be an ‘unlawful activity’. “Any individual or association’’ “which causes or is intended to cause 
disaffection against India”, would be an “Individual” or an “association” involved in an unlawful activity. “Disaffection’ ’ 
has been explained to be including disloyalty and all feelings of enimity. It is the species of disaffection and people are 
disaffected to the Government. In simple words, it is a manner of challenging the administration by unlawful means. In 
giving this expression a wide meaning, a Bench of Calcutta High Court in the case of “Saptaha” a Bengali B-Weekly 
Newspaper and in the matter of Benoy Kumar Chattopadhayaya AIR 1950 Calcutta 445 held as under:— 


“The word ‘disaffection’ signifies political alienation or discontent, that is to say, a feeling of disloyalty to the 
existing Government, which tends to a disposition not to obey, but to resist and subvert the Government.” 

Section 2(p) defines ‘unlawful association’ as any association “which has for its object any unlawful activity, or 
which encourages or aids persons to undertake any unlawful activity, or of which the members undertake such activity”. 
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The Legislature intended to give this defining sub-section a wider meaning and interpretation, that is the precise reason as 
to why words like “encourages”, “aids” have been used in the Section. Even if an association has for Its objective any 
activity which is punishable under Section 153A or 153B of die Indian Penal Code, or the members of which undertake such 
activity, would be an ‘unlawful association’. There is no occasion for the Tribunal to give it a restricted interpretation/ 
meaning. In any case, the afore-noticed activities of these two associations ANVC and HNLC are an open challenge to the 
sovereign power of the State, their unlawful activities including causing fear psychosis in the minds of the public, by 
extortion of money, abduction, murder and attack on security forces are the clear indications of the attempt on the part of 
these associations to hinder die State Administration by unlawful and illegal means. These associations are actually still 
involved in procuring of weapons, infringing the borders of die Union of India, keeping their contacts with other banned 
organisations and unlawful associations in and outside die territorial limits of Indian Territory. 

t 

In the case of Union of India and Ors, V s. Sukumar Sengupta and Ors.. 1990 (supp) Supreme Court Cases 545 
sovereignty was described by the Court as a quality of right, a bundle of rights and that it depends on the facts and 
circumstances of each case. Die complexities of modem developed societies need amicable and peaceful settlement of 
national and international disputes and the expression sovereignty and independence had to be modified, keeping in view 
the developments. It being a bundle of rights, obligation of the State to protect members of its Society is placed on a higher 
pedestal. Casual principles of settled law thus, require the interpretation of unlawful assemblies and unlawful activities in 
that direction. If the members of these unlawful associations are terrorising the common man on the road and create a law 
and order problem for normal administration by the different State organs with the aims aforestated, would not only be 
intending but actually disrupting the sovereignty and territorial integrity of India. 


Explaining the importance of the concept of sovereignty, the Supreme Court in the case of Synthetics and 
Chemicals Ltd, and Ors. V s. State of U.P. and Ors.. (1990) 1 Supreme Court Cases 109, held that “it is the exercise of 
sovereign power which gives the State sufficient authority to enact any law subject to the limitations of the Constitution to 
discharge its functions. The Indian State, between the Centre and the States, has sovereign power. The sovereign power 
is plenary and inherent in every sovereign State to do all things which promote die health, peace, morals, education and 
good order of the people! This power of sovereignty is, however, subject to Constitutional Limitations." 

The above enunciated principles of law indicate that the expression “sovereignty ” is to be given a meaning 
which is understood in common parlance and is certainly an expression of wide dimensions. The object of power of 
sovereignty is ultimately for the welfare of the people of the State. So to perform its functions of that kind without 
disruption, unlawful unpcuhiicius and iliicai from an association or a group of persons wouid infringe the very basic 
fundamentals of democratic system. 


There is definite documentary, oral and specialized evidence on record to show that these unlawful associations are 
involved in unlawful activities within the contemplation of the provisions of the Act. The unlawful activities of these 
unlawful associations are not mere intent but are actually activities to cause threat to the sovereignty of State, Union of 
India and main object of HNLC is to claim secession of Meghalaya from Union of India by carving out an independent State 
in terms of their demand. Apparent consequences of their afforestated unlawful activities would be threat and disruption of 
the sovereignty and territorial integrity of India. The State and Central Government have fully discharged their onus to 
substantiate their prayer before the Tribunal that there is sufficient cause for declaring these associations as unlawful. 

In view of my above detailed discussion, I am of the considered view that sufficient cause exists for declaring 
ANVC and HNLC as ‘unlawful associations’. Thus, I pass an order in terms of Section 4, sub-section (3) confirming the 
notification dated 16th November, 2004 issued by the Central Government under Section 3( 1) of the Act.
